BREST, Dec. 13.— (By the Associated Press) .--Presi­ 
dent Wilson landed in France at 3 :24 o’clock this after­ 
noon amid a demonstration of population, enthusiasm and 
national sympathy such as rarely, if ever, has been accord­ 
ed the head of a foreign government visiting France. The 
president left Brest at 4 o’clock this afternoon for Paris 
where the heart of France will acclaim him tomorrow as 
the nation’s guest.

The landing of the president was not only a remark­ 
able spectacle with a notable naval pageant for its back­ 
ground, but it also marked the first entry of an American 
president into personal contact with Europe and its af­ 
fairs. 
Vast Crowds Greet President 
Altho the presidential fleet arrived at Brest shortly aft­ 
er noon it was not until after three o’clock that President 
and Mrs. Wilson debarked on a harbor boat and set foot on 
the soil of France. 
Vast crowds watched the trip ashore 
and the fleets of warships roared a salute as the last stage 
of the journey was accomplished. On the harbor boat go­ 
ing ashore the president was seen standing on the upper 
deck with Jules J. Jusserand, French ambassador th the 
United States who pointed out the historic walls and mon­ 
uments of the ancient city.

Secretary Daniels announced to­ 
day th a t he will go to New York 
on the Mayflower to review the 
fleet which will be led by Admir­ 
al Mayo, commander in chief of 
the Atlantic fleet on his flag­ 
ship, the Pennsylvania, which ac­ 
companied President Wilson to 
Europe. 
In the homecoming fleet 
will be nine dreadnaughts, 20 de­ 
stroyers and more than 40 con­ 
verted yachts, mine planters, sub­ 
marines and other craft.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.— Tele­ 
phone and telegrapn lines would 
become permanent 
government- 
owned utilities under a resolution 
introduced in 
the house today 
by Chairman Moon of the postof­ 
fice committee.

the measure had been drafted in 
consultation with Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Burleson who had informed 
him th at the legislation was ap­ 
proved by President Wilson. 
The 
resolution was referred

postoffice committee which soon 
will begin hearings on it. 
Discussion of the proposal In 
the house will precede the com­ 
m ittee report Mr. Moon announc­ 
ing today that he expected to de­ 
liver an address on the subject 
during consideration of the post­ 
office appropriation bill. 
Government control and opera­ 
tion of the telegraph and tele­ 
phone lines is limited by the ex­ 
isting resolution to the period of 
w ar but under the measure of­ 
fered today it 
would 
continue 
“ until otherwise ordered by con­ 
g ress.” 
T he resolution directs the post­ 
m aster general to negotiate con­ 
tra c ts for the purchase of the tele- 
phon lines subject to the approval 
of congress and to have an ap­ 
p raisal made as to the value of 
the telegraph property. 
T he right of the government 
to purchase the telegraph systems 
is given under an existing law 
according to administration offi­ 
cials. 
This law, passed in 1886 
was designed to give government 
aid in the construction of tele­ 
grap h lines and provided that the 
privileges of operation given the 
companies were non- transferable 
except that the governmnt might 
purchase the property. 
Provision was made for the 
appointm ent of five disinterested 
persons to appraise the properties 
should the government decide to 
purchase them. 
Two of the ap­ 
praisers would be named by the 
postm aster general, two 
by

companies and tho fifth by these 
four men.

T h at tract of IOO acres 
lies between 
the

road on the west and the interur­ 
ban line. 
The improvements are 
rather indifferent. 
203 Acres at $300. 
“Another part of th e Martin 
farm, 203.45 acres lying east of 
the interurban road was bid in 
by M. D. Brown of Maroa for even 
$300 an acre. 
Last October Mr. Camp bought 
the farm from the Henry Martin 
heirs and paid $302 an acre at 
private sale. 
There were 50 
9 r m ore men 
present a t the sale and of that 
number perhaps a dozen made 
bids. 
F irst the property was of­ 
fered in separate parts, the west 
and the east as divided by the in­ 
terurban line, and then offered as 
a whole but there were no bidders 
when offered in its entirety.

AFFECT IRISH ELECTION 


Will Exert Strong Influence on 
Election of Parr! in moot Mem­ 
bers Tomorrow—-Si sin Feiners 
“ Backed the Wrong Horse." 


ihiblirr, December 13.— The col­ 
lapse of Germany is expected in 
some quarters in Ireland to exert 
a strong influence on the election 
of members of parliament which 
takes place tomorrow. 
As John 
Dillon, the Irish Nationalist lead­ 
er put it, the 
German 
collapse 
showed the Sinn Feiners that they 
had ‘‘backed the wrong horse." 
The Sinn Feiners contested the 
Nationalist seats in parliament on 
a program of complete separation 
from England. 
Their candidates 
were pledged to refuse to attend 
the British parliament if elected. 
For the most part the Sinn Fein 
candidates are at present in Eng­ 
lish prisons held on charges of 
being concerned In a German plot. 
The Countess Marklevicz is one of 
the candidates from the city of 
Dublin. 
The Nationalist party In most 
instances fought for their seats 
but a few, notably Swift Mac Netl! 
retired from the contests with re­ 
m arks that Ireland was thank less 
toward her politicians. 
The Nationalist program 
for 
Ireland remains constitutional ac­ 
tion in parliament but they added 
to this a promise to lay their case 
for self-determination before Pres­ 
ident Wilson. 
They also prom­ 
ised to try to secure tho futude 
position of Ireland In the world 
rearrangement expected to follow 
the peace conference at Versailles. 
This attitude encouraged some of 
hope for co-operation between the 
Simi Feiners and the Nationalists; 
but it has been pointed out that 
their differences in principle aro 
fundamental. 


Which ever form tho Irish de­ 
mands eventually take tho Preb­

TO PAY LARGE SUM 


Bill f<*r Reparation By Allies $7,- 
500,000,000 According to Lead­ 
in g Louden Banker. 


LONDON,

One London banker es­ 
t i m a t e s that Germany will 
have 
to pay to the allies for reparation 
sand restitution ab o u t $7,500,000.- 
000. Calculated on a 5 per cent 
basis, with a I p e r cent sinking 
fund, this would m e a n an annual 
cha rge on the G erm an revenue of 
$50,000,000. He says thoro can 
be no question of G erm a n y ’s abil­ 
ity to m eet this dem and. 
It is impossible, Tie says, 
dis­ 
cussing the subject in a newspap­ 
er article, to arrive at any a p ­ 
proxim ate figure as to 
damages

Springfield, 111.— W hile 
in

swept over the country tho vic­ 
tims were practically all adults, 
according to Dr.

Drake, Illinois director of health, 
tile recurrent epidemic, much less 
virulent than the first, is affect­ 
ing school children under sixteen. 
The death rate in the first epi­ 
demic, Dr. Drake 
stated, 
was 
about two per cent of cases.

number of fatalities among per­ 
sons now ill of influenza, he said 
is three or four times less. 
Having passed entirely over tho 
state of Illinois from the north 
boundaries, the epidemic slowly 
made its way south.

state, Dr. Drake said, the malady 
turned about and started back. 
“We will not be rid of influenza 
until the infection bearer is con­ 
trolled,” ho added.
